Thk Work should be helil betneen Uie 
first finger and thumb of the left bond as 
in sewing, tbe thread hanging over the 
first finger, and fulling between the 
Kcond aitd third fingers ; the needle 
ahould be held lightly in the r^ht hand as 
a pen.
